1. This hook is published for the purpose of presenting 




. subject of German military symbols since the publication of 



the basic handbook "G-EIMAM MILITARY SMBOLS" 1 April 1.944. 

2. For purposes of easy reference, the general struc- . 
ture, as well as. the subdivisions, of this book are patterned 
after the parent publication. To further facilitate reference, 
the page numbers of the corresponding sections of the basic 
book are appended to all section headings. Sections to which 
nothing has been added are by-passed without reference. Some 
new sections have been inserted between old sections, while 
others have been placed at the end of section groups. 

3. Inasmuch as the old symbols listed in the basic book 
are no longer in use, only a single column is carried for the 
current symbols. Owing to the method of reproduction, the so- 
lid black parts of the symbols (such as flag symbols etc.) 
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must "be shown as dotted. 

4. To save space, the columns in the "basic "book headed, 
respectively, "IfJ.S." and "British", are here consolidated in- 
to one single column, headed "English", U, S. terminology and 
spelling are employed throughout. However, where there is a 
divergence in terminology, the U.S. term is given first, fol- 
lowed by the British term in parantheses (brackets).

As a result, it is found difficult to present this 
section with some semblance of system or logic. Instead, 
the sets of symbols extracted^ from individual captured documents 
are listed in consecutive groups.

II. 



Concentration of Installations 



When a large number of individual installations are 
concentrated within a small area, it becomes impractical 
to chart them on their actual geographical locations 
v/ithout endangering t^ clarity and legibility of the map 
or overlay, in these instances the following procedure 
is resorted to: 

1. A number of installations (e.g. those comprising a 
strongpoint) will be indicated on the map by a solid 
black arc placed according to scale on the exact 
geographical location of the strongpoint etc. 
This arc points in the direction of fire of the 
machine guns and other weapons. 



2. The symbols' representing the individual installations 
comprising the strongpoint etc. will then be boxed 
next to this arc. Example : 




The above illustration reads as follows:

(b) Main direction of fire of 2 light machine-guns 
(arrow with numeral 2 above it), and of one
